From Deer Park the trail becomes 
more difficult, running slightly north of 
west along the summit of the ridge. In 
places it is very rocky and merely 
“brushed" out. But the view is superb. 
On the south lies Eaton's canyon, with 
Pasadena and the San Gabriel Valley 
out in the open. On the north at the 
foot of a steep 3,000 foot slope flows the 
West Fork of the San Gabriel. Ahead, 
rising like a sentinel above all other 
peaks rises San Gabriel’s peak. The 
trail grows more and more indistinct, 
until it disappears entirely at the foot 
of the long slope of San Gabriel. Here 
the trail from Mt. Wilson to Mt. Lowe 
dips down into the head of Eaton’s 
canyon and comes up again over the 
"saddle back” between San Gabriel and 
Markham’s slopes. 

San Gabriel’s slope is about as form¬ 
idable as the ordinary mountain climber 
wishes to attempt. The profile as seen 
from San Marino station on the Pacific 
Electric gives a good idea of the grade, 
which must average about 50 per cent. 
There is no trail and in places the 
buckthorn thickets tempt one to turn 
back. Fire has destroyed all the big 
trees and there is no vegetation save 
the thick shrubby growths which in 
places are impenetrable. But an ascent 
of about 1,500 feet brings one to the top. 

Along the whole journey the traveller 
has been confronted with a 


a few years from the time 
when the churches were nearly de¬ 
populated of men until the present time 
with the brotherhood movement gain¬ 
ing rapidly in numbers and force.

Gabriel s summit. He is impelled to 
turn round and round to avoid missing 
any of the vast panorama. He is look¬ 
ing down on top of everything in sight 
save his old friend “Baldy.” Mt. Wil¬ 
son, Lowe, Markham and the lesser 
peaks are perceptibly lower. San Gab¬ 
riel’s peak is unlike that of Mt. Wilson, 
in that it is a sharp point. 

Variety of vistas is one of the greatest 
beauties of mountain climbing. Every 
vantage point shows what are re¬ 
garded as familiar views at a new angle. 
San Gabriel commands an unequalled 
view of the valley to the east, south and 
west, as well as of the mountains at the 
back. The full sweep of the West Fork 
is visible here. In the depths of the 
canyons the sycamores are taking on 
the golden hues and sometimes suggest 
a stream of fire flowing along the bed of 
the canyon half a mile or more distant. 

The trip to San Gabriel is most en¬ 
joyable if taken as an all day trip 
which allows time for loitering along 
the way and for thorough enjoyment of 
the view from the summit. The writer, 
in company with Editor Randall of Ar- 
tesia, made the round trip in five hours, 
which even the mountain folk at the 
hotel said was “going some.” But it 
was worth the effort. 


Inasmuch as work among the 
boys is to be a feature of the men’s club 
organized at the banquet his address 
was pointedly appropriate.

Great Astronomer Coming. 

An article in the current number of 
the scientific American dealing with 
recent investigations in solar radiation, 
tells of the work of the Smithsonian 
institution at Washington and the 
Carnegie Institution’s solar observatory 
! at Mt. Wilson. Washington observa¬ 
tions are made practically at sea level, 
while the Mt. Wilson observations are 
i made 6,000 feet higher. The intensity 
of radiation actually observed at Wash- 
| ington was only about three-fouths as 
' great as that observed on Mt. Wilson, 
s lowing the marked effect of the lower 
denser atmosphere on solar radiation. 

A new department will be installed 
at the Carnegie Observatory on Mt. 
Wilson, and it will be placed in charge 
of Prof. Klaptyn, professor of astrono¬ 
my at the University of Groningen, 
Holland. He is said by Dr. Hale to be 
the leading scientist and astronomer in 
his particular line in the world. 

“Prof. Klaptyn,” said Dr. Hale, “will 
spend probably the next four or five 
months at the Carnegie Observatory, 
on Mt. Wilson, working along in his 
special field, and he will become the 
head of a new department of the ob¬ 
servatory which I am organizing for 
him. 

“Professor Klaptyn is one of the 
leading astronomers of the present day, 
and in his special line, which is the 
study of the structure of the universe 
the distribution of the stars and other i 
heavenly bodies — he is easily the ! 
world’s leading authority.”
